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The following is a subject-and-author index to 523 articles and editorials 
prepared by 252 writers and published in Volumes 1-20 (August, 1965- 
October, 1985) of Baptist History and Heritage, journal of the Historical Com- 
mission of the Southern Baptist Convention. Published semiannually at first, 
the journal has been issued quarterly since January, 1970. 

Materials not indexed include such standard items as book reviews and 
news notes (both of which appear in most issues); reports of the Historical 
Commission, SBC, the Southern Baptist Historical Society, and state Baptist 
historical work (which usually appear in April and October issues); and min- 
utes of annual meetings (which normally appear in April issues). 

Two kinds of entries appear in the index: author entries and subject 
entries. In author entries a writer’s name is followed by a chronological list- 
ing of the titles of each article and/or editorial prepared by that person. The 
reference data after each title contains five elements: volume number, issue 
number, page number, month of publication, and year of publication. To 
illustrate, 19.4.2; 10/84 refers to volume 19, number 4, page 2 (October, 
1984, issue). Page numbers refer only to the initial pages of articles. 

In subject entries, including names of persons treated as subjects, a sub- 
ject is followed by a chronological listing of references to that subject. Titles 


are not included. 
When a person is treated as both subject and author, the person’s name 


appears twice in the index, first as subject and second as author.
